RESEARCH  AWARD  POLICY 

THE  SCIENTIFIC  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  sets  the  policy  for  the  organi- 
zation’s research  and  case  service  program.  This  committee  meets  annually  for  the 
purpose  of  reviewing  applications,  and  allocating  funds  for  Fight  for  Sight  grant- 
in-aid  and  fellowship  awards.  It  reviews  reports,  manuscripts  and  papers  submitted 
by  investigators  working  under  Fight  for  Sight  research  awards.  The  members  of 
this  Committee,  in  addition,  serve  in  consultative  capacity  to  the  Executive  Staff 
in  the  year-round  activities  related  to  research,  public  education  and  information, 
and  case  service. 

The  services  of  the  members  of  the  Scientific  Advisory  Committee  are  rendered 
without  compensation. 

At  its  meeting,  held  in  June  1954,  the  Committee  added  to  the  Council's  pro- 
gram of  grant-in-aid  and  full-time  research  fellowships,  the  financing  of  summer 
student  fellowships,  as  a means  of  encouraging  students  of  medicine  and  the  basic 
sciences  to  enter  the  field  of  ophthalmic  investigation.  The  Committee  has  at 
subsequent  meetings  extended  the  fellowship  program  to  include  from  time  to 
time,  traveling  and  part-time  research  fellowships.
